form or anvther, extended almost 
from coast to coast, was slower.

STATEMENT MADE 
BY THE BOARD 


The following official statement of 
the Separate School Board was hand- 
ed in by the Superintendent, Mr. D. 
J, O'Dooley: 

“The present members of the Separ- 
ate School Board, when taking office 
in January, 1919, felt that the teach- 
ers of the staff should get more sal- 
ary. The trustees were not in a posi- 
tion to do anything till May, when they 
decided to divide among the teachers, 
as a bonus, the sum of $2,775.00. The 
teachers officially expressed their ap- 
preciation of the board's efforts on 
their behalf, It was at that time quite 
understood by the teachers that the 
money distributed was not an increase 
in salary, but a bonus. The teachers 
came back in September without any

change in the schedule of salaries un- 
der which they worked Jast year. 
When the agreements were presented 
to the teachers In September, they re- 
fused to sign them, in spite of the fact 
that they were officially informed that 
at present the Board of Trustees was 
not in a position financially to assist 
them. Furthermore, the board wishing 
to deal as fairly as possible with the 
teachers, passed the following resolu- 
tion: 

“‘The signing of the agreement will 
not prejudice the right of any indivi- 
dual teacher to request a further in- 
crease in salary at ahy future date, if 
the financial conditions of the board 
were to warrant such increase.’ 

“The board thereby protected the 
right of the teachers to lay their case 
before the board of trustees during the 
present school year, if the finances of 
the board would warrant any increase 
in salaries. 

“On October 6th the teachers sent 
an ultimatum to the board and de- 
manded that the schedule submitted 
by the teachers in the beginning of 
1919 be put in force, failing which 
they would discontinue their duties as 
teachers. They further demanded a 
definite reply by Wednesday, October 
8th, 2 p.m. 

“The secretary was informed at 7.30 
p.m. Monday, by one of the teachers, 
that a communication from the teach- 
ers had been put under the door of the 
office of the board, at the 3rd Street 
school. The secretary was unable to 
communicate with the trustees until 
Thursday, Oct. 9th, two clear days’ no- 
tice in writing being required by the 
law. On the unexpected return of the 
absent trustee to the city, the secre- 
tary called a special meeting by tele- 
phone for Tuesday,, Oct. 7th, all the 
trustees agreeing to’ walve notice of 
meeting. The secretary further noti- 
fied all the teachers personally to 
come and meet the trustees on that 
evening. Some sixteen came and kept 
the board waiting for over an hour. 
The teachers then refused to meet the 
board and left the bullding. 

“The board then passed the follow- 
ing resolution, and handed a copy of it 
te each teacher: 

“In view of the financial statemen? 
and other communications sent to the 
Lay Teachers’ Alliance by the Separ- 
ate school board, pointing out the 
financial helplessness of the board, 
and the utter impossibility, therefore, 
of increasing the teachers’ salaries this 
year, and in view of the ultimatum 
sent to the board by the Lay Teachers’ 
Alliance, in its communication of Oo- 
tober 6th: 

“ ‘Resolved—That if any teacher or 
teachers discontinue their duties as 
teachers as threatened in the resolu- 
tion passed by the Lay Teachers’ Al- 
liance, the board will consider such 
teacher or teachers as having left the 
service of the board and having lost 
any standing which they have as re- 
gards years of service, and that the 
board will take steps to fill their posi- 
tions with other teachers.’ 

“No further communication was re- 
ceived from the teachers, and !t was 
only through the news item in the 
Morning Bulletin that the board heard 
that the teachers were discontinuing 
their duties today, 

“The board has always been anxious 
to deal fairly with the teachers in the 
matter of salaries, but owing to the 
financial position of the board, brought 
about by circumstances over which 
the board had no control, the board 
has been unable further to increase 
the teachers’ salaries, 
were well aware of

these facts and 


returning to their work after the 
Summer vacation.and leaving their 
classes with scarcely any notice. 

“On hearing that the teachers would 
not appear in their classes today, the 
superintendent immediately made ar- 
rangements to have the schools oper- 
ated, and all the classes are being car- 
ried on in a satisfactory manner.”

LAMB V. GARDINE 
JUDGMENT GIVEN 
FOR PLAINTIFFS 


The euit of Lamb ve. Gardiner was 
tried and decided in supreme court 
on Tuesday last, by Mr. Justice Hynd~ 
man. &. W. Field, appeared for the 
plaintiffs, and J. C. Macdonald for 
the defendant. Stuart Lamb and his 
jwife gave evidence that Lamb had 
jontered into partnership with Gardin- 
er jn 1910. The two established the 
well-known shoe reghir business 
styled “The Progressive Shoe Repair 
company.’ The pirtnerahip was dis- 
solved {jn 1916, and no accounting had 
ever been made, From 1916 to 1919 
the plantiff was on active service at 
the front, in France. His claim was 
for an accounting and $1,410 damages, 

Gardiner, the defendant, then gave 
evidence, but failed to refute the teeti- 
mony of the plaintiffs, in whose favor, 
after summing up, Jusw®e Hyndman 
decided to give judgment. 
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MUST IMPROVE 
THEIR WORK OR 
LOSE GRANTS 


Minister of Municipalities Is Em- 
phatic in Protest Against Cer- 
tain Semi-Private Hospitals 


| The vote on the Lloydminster hos- 
pital scheme will be taken on the 
16th of October, and on the Tofleld 
jon the 25th. 


Hospital districts have been estab- 
lished at Hanna, Stetiler. Big Valley, 
‘and Viking, and thé vote of the 
People will be taken in each of those 
distr-cts within the next six weeks. 

In Grande Prairie and Spirit River 
petitions are being circulated and 
municipal hospital districts,will short- 
ly be egtabi'shed at both points. 

The Bulletin in conversation with 
the minister learns that as rapidly 
as possble a survey of the whole pro- 
vince is being taken and districts are 
being formed. Owing to crop failures 
In certain portions of the south the 
minister explains that for the time 
being the work is not being pressed 
forward, that probably votes would 
have been taken in at last half a 
dozen districts ere this had it not 
been for such crop failure. The 
minister, however, sounds an empha- 
tle note of warn'ng. 
different points in this province, which 
eventually ought to come under and 
must come under the munioc'pal dis- 
trict scheme, attempts are lbeing made 
to have small hospitals established, by 
means of subseriptione and by sol'clt- 
ing tht aid of benevolent inetitutions. 
{In certain cases the local people, who 
jare endeavoring to secure this aid 
jstate plainly that they desire to have 
;@ gmail hospital eo as to gain some 
‘advantage in the location of the muni- 
}olpal hogwpital when the district is 
formed, so that they may not be 
|brought into a district where possibly 
the hospital may be in an adjoining 
(own. Church organizations, Red 
Cross society officials and others are 
‘being approached to lend aid to the 
| establishing of a temporary six or 
eight room hogpital. The minister 
was absolutely emphatic in his pro- 
test againet this, and) stated 
plainly, that thare were Institutions 
of a semi-private nature {!n this pro- 
vinee recerving government  granis 
now that must either decidedly {m- 
prove their work or the grants will 
be cut off. The minister says that 
the history of all these small private 
institutions is thatt they lack funds, 
that they depend upon for continuance 
voluntary contributions, that a great 
many of them are poorly run and 
that in the interest of the public and 
\for the safety of patients, a number 
of them must be closed entirely, and 
he deprecaites the attempts that are 
being made at several points in the 
\province ito open up more of these 
Amaller and sami-private hospitals, 
with no proper financial backing. 

The minister points out that as to 
| nrunicipal hospitals the people know 
jexactly where they are at. The sup- 
port to the Institution {ts absolutely 
| Fuaranteed by meane of taxation and 
the hospital fe in no way dependent 
upon uncertain vohintary contribu- 
tlons. The whole trend of the minis- 
ter’s remarks, although he did not 
exactly gay 60, was to the effect that 
the provincial grant to the better 
class of hospials must be Increased, 
that the grant must be withdrawn 
from some of the poorer semi-private 
hospitals, coupled with a warning to 
the public not at this stage to sub- 
seribe monies for the establishment 
of smal! private hospitals, in as much 
as the whole province is being con- 
sidered from th? municipal hospital 
standpolmt, and there is no probability 
and no guarantee that the provincial 
grant will be continued to these small 
private hospitals.

PLEBISCITE 


Hon. J. R. Boyle Not Yet Quite 
Clear on Legislation Before 
Ottawa House 


“The explanation of the new Do- 
minion prohibition Dills now before 
the Ottawg House. is not quite clear,” 
lsaid Hon. J, R. Boyle, attorney-gen- 
leral, when Shown a copy of the Ot- 
tawa despatch in which two new mea- 
‘sures amending the Canadian teme- 
'perance act, were otulined. 

“It would appear, however, that the 
Dominion government is not undertak 
ing. to be responsible for provincial 
prohfbition, and that on the proclama- 
ion of peace we shall revert to the old 
conditions under which Mquor could be 
imported Into this province and man- 
ufactured here.

PRINCE ELECTED CHIEF 


Tt was at Banff that the Prince of Wales was made Chief Morning Star, 
with the right to wear the shining buckskin robe with a blue belt of beads and 8 
head dress of bright and nodding feathers of a chief of the Stoney Tribe. 

When the Prince stepped off the train amid the high peaks and exquisite 
spruce clad valleys of Banff, he found himself among Indian braves clad in all 
the vivid colors of the spectrum, feathered and beaded from crest to mocassins 
and mounted on their small, swift horses. 

At each branch road, a fresh body of Indians, a fresh splash of vermilion 
and yellow and cherry and blue and green moved out from amid trees and fel) 
in behind the escort, so that as it went the cavalcade became a moving train of 
shifting color, 

The procession went until it reached a big open race course where Indian 
tepees, red starred on white, and gay with flags, were set and where the ceremony 
was to be held. As the Prince came on to the grounds, braves whirled their 
ponies about and raced through veils of dust {n a ride of welcome, ‘while the low 
throbbing of tom-toms joined itself to the high, thin whoop of the Indian welcome, 

On a dals and in the centre of a circle of braves, some with skins painted 
crome yellow so that they looked like masks of death; some daubed with red, 
some barred with blue, some with yellow paint on sleek hatr, the Prince received 
the welcome of Young Thunder, the chief. He was a big roughly carved Indian 
clad in white, hairy chaps and cowboy shirt, and as he read his address in sing- 
song Cree, his body was curved back as though he still sat on a pulling horse. 

He read first in his olden tongue and then {n Engl'sh of the honor the Prince 
was paying to them, and of their enduring loyalty to him and to his father, and 
he asked the Prince “to accept from us this Indian suit, the best we have, emblem- 
atic of the clothes we wore in happy days.” 

“We beg you to allow us to elect you as our chief and to give you the name 
of Chief Morning Star,” he said, Thon he handed the Prince a magnificent head- 
dress of feathers and beads and fine duck skin robes, The Priace, putting on the 
head-dress, spoke to the circle of braves of the honor he felt they had done him. 

When he finished tom-toms were loosed again, and the high, thin whoop rose 
up from the ring which almost at once began to circle around in a dance. 

It was a wonderful scene, this mass of Indians {n the deep cup rimmed by 
steep and white crags and not the least picturesque of attractions there were t 
bead and leather garbed babies, v > <rybbed about op the earth. ‘
